HEARING MONDAY 

Lack of Power Cited in 
Plea Made Today by 
Oil Firm at H. B. 


CHICAGO. Aug. 8. UP )—Prison 
sentences of 180 years each were 
meted out today to Mrs. Blanche 
Dunkel and Mrs. Evelyn Smith for 
the "torso" murder of Ervin J. 
Lang. 

The sentences were passed by 
Judge Cornelius J Harrington, 
who yesterday heard the trial of 
the pair without a jury and found 
them guilty of slaying the 28- 
year-old grocery clerk who became 
the paramour of his mother-in- 
law, Mrs. Dunkel. 

The state had asked the electric 
chair for both. Such a fate for 
a woman would have been with¬ 
out precedent in Illinois. 

The court had the power, u-tdei 
the law, of giving senten- -3 from. 
20 years up on first degree mur¬ 
der convictions. Under the sen¬ 
tences given neither defendant will 
be eligible for parole for 60 years. 

Judge Harrington directed the 
women he. placed in solitary con¬ 
finement every July 6, the anni¬ 
versary of their crime. 

He said they showed cold indif¬ 
ference to death by the electric 
chair. Such death, he added, 
would be "a merciful end for you. 
That would be a better punish¬ 
ment than that which I am going 
to mete out to you. 

“Under the penalty I am go¬ 
ing to give you, you will be suf¬ 
fering a living death.” 

Mrs. Dunkel was in a state of 
collapse. Mrs. Smith stared boldly 
at everyone and smiled at photog¬ 
raphers.

George B. Shattuck, president 
of the Santa Ana Country club, 
died this morning at St. Joseph’s 
hospital after more than a year of 
intermittent ill health. He was 
one of the organizers and the first 
manager of the Golden West Cit¬ 
rus association. 

Mr. Shattuck was prominent in 
the organization of the citrus as¬ 
sociation in 1918 holding the post 
of business manager until April 
of 1934, when ill health caused him 
to resign. From a small group of 
ranchers, the association had 
grown to more than 250 partici¬ 
pants at the time of Mr. Shat- 
tuck's resignation. 

Previous to his affiliation with 
the Golden West association, Mr. 
Shattuck and his father, L. Brace 
Shattuck, operated an independent 
citrus firm in this community. 
Following his father’s death, 
George continued to manage the 
firm alone until the organization 
of the Golden West association. 

Was a Widower 
George Shattuck was a widower 
when he came to California from 
Chicago. His wife, the former 
Miss Jennie Otis, daughter of an 
old Chicago family, died about a 
year after their marriage, and 
Mr. Shattuck never remarried. 
They never had any children. 

The deceased’s mother was one 
of the brilliant civic leaders of

perature records today. 

Two fatalities were reported in 
Oklahoma and one in Missouri. 

At Nowata, Okla., wher there 
was neither a death nor a pros¬ 
tration, the temperature rose to 
119, the state’s record high 

Bartlesville. Okla., ha<i 114 de¬ 
crees, Alca 110 and Tulsa and 
Ponca City 109 each. 

108 in Kansas 

In Kansas, Manhattan anti Wel¬ 
lington each reported 110 degrees 
and there were many places in 
the two states where the mercury 
ranged between 103 and 108 de¬ 
grees. 

In Pennsylvania and West Vir¬ 
ginia. meanwhile, high waters 
forced hundredc to flee their 
homes, and two were drowned in 
swollen streams of east central 
Ohio. 

I^ake states reported cooling 
breezes, and temperatures rang¬ 
ing from Duluth's 61 maximum to 
Milwaukee's 75. it was 74 at 
Chicago, hut to the south, at Car- 
bondale, Ill., the high was 104. 

Crops in Danger 

The Middle West’s corn crop 
was in new danger from the bak¬ 
ing heat and at most points was 
reported curling and wilting for 
lack of rain. 

At Des Moines, the Iowa 
hoard of control met while the 
mercury was 93 to call bids on 
131,000 tons of coal for winter 
use at state institutions. Iowa’s 
high was 98 degrees, at Ames 
and Shenandoah. 

Omaha reported 97 and to the 
north. Pierre, S. D.. had 101 and 
Bismark. N. D., 100 degrees. 

The Texas maximum was 100, 
at Dallas and Abilene.

Major Foulois Resigns 
Ending Controversy 
With House Group 


WASHINGTON. Aug: 8. I.'PI— 
Maj. Gen. Benjamin D. Foulois 
ended a long and bitter contro¬ 
versy between the war department 
and the house military committee 
today by retiring as chief of the 
army air corps. 

The war department announced 
that Foulois, on his own applica¬ 
tion. was granted leave of absence 
until December 22. At that time 
he will be 64, and automatically 
retires for age. 

Foulois has had little direction 
of air corps activities since the 
house military sub-committee de¬ 
manded Secretary Dern remove 
him as chief because of charges 
of inefficiency, misstatements 
made to an investigation commit¬ 
tee and other accusations. 

Dern refused the committee's 
request, and after an investigation 
he cleared Foulois of the charges. 


Italian Minister, Envoy 
and Explorer Among 
Plane Victims 


ROME. Aug. 8. UP< SPven per¬ 
sons, including Luigi Razza. Ital¬ 
ian minister of public works, were 
killed in an airplane crash near 
Cairo last night, the ministry of 
propaganda announced tonight. 

The other victims were two pas¬ 
sengers and four members of the 
crew of the commercial plane, 
which was flying over the Egyp¬ 
tian desert. 

A Reuters (British) news 
agency dispatch said other occu¬ 
pants of the plane included the 
well-known explorer, Renato Fra- 
chetti; Vincenzo Minasi. an Ital¬ 
ian consul, and Maj. Raffaele Boc- 
tani, the pilot. 

A British Royal Air Force plane 
was ordered out in Egypt today 
to look for the Italian plane, which 
had been missing since yesterday 
on a flight from Rome to Mas- 
saua. Eritrea. 

Razza was on his way by air¬ 
plane to Eritrea to conduct an 
inspection of the public works un¬ 
der construction thpre by expedi¬ 
tionary forces of Italy along the 
frontier of Ethiopia 

A government spokesman said 
there were no further details of 
the crash known. 

Razza. a journalist, formerly 
was president of the conferedation 
of Fascist agricultural syndicates 
and was secretary-general of the 
Fascist corporations 

He rose to power in Italy as a 
leader in the Fascist party and 
was noted for his fiery determi¬ 
nation.

The market was 10 to 15 
rents higher today, the top reaching $12.05. 

Starvation supplies of hogs at market renters coupled with 
the fact storage supplies are abnormally scant formed that basis 
of the market strength. 

Including the $2.25 per hundredweight processing tax, best 
hogs today cost tn the neighborhood of $14.25, the highest 
since 1926. 

The dearth of hogs can be traced principally to two factors— 
the 1931 drought, and the AAA production control programs.

Measure Goes Back to 
House for Vote on 
New Changes 

WASHINGTON. Aug. 8 UP )— 
The administration resolution to 
close the courts to gold clause 
suits against the government aft¬ 
er six months, was passed today 
by the senate. 53 to 24. 

The measure, attacked by its 
opponents as a "repudiation bill.” 
now goes back to the house which 
already passed it. for considera¬ 
tion of senate amendments. 

As approved by the house, the 
resolution would have shut off 
gold clause suits immediately. The 
chief change made by the senate 
was to permit them for six 
rrfonths. 

Despite hot attacks on the 
measure, it went through with 
less than a day’s debate. Warn¬ 
ings from critics that it would en¬ 
danger government credit were de¬ 
nied by administration spokesmen 
yesterday. 

The bill is designed to close 
up the last loophole left by the 
supreme court's gold clause de¬ 
cision. In that case, the court 
held that holders of government 
obligations promising to pay in 
gold should recover if they could 
show they were damaged by pay¬ 
ment in paper currency. 

ARSON SUSPECT 
TAKES STAND 


Edward Tabor, charged jointly 
with Jess Sibley of conspiracy 
and arson, was the first defense 
witness called yesterday after¬ 
noon in their trial in depart¬ 
ment 1, superior court, and was 
recalled today for cross-examina¬ 
tion by District Attorney S. B. 
Kaufman. 

Tabor and Sibley are charged 
with conspiring with Kenry Eli 
and John Rose to burn a Hunt¬ 
ington Beach apartment house 
owned by Taber. Eli and Rose 
were convicted of arson <n con¬ 
nection with the fire, and are 
serving terms in prison. 

Tabor yesterday testified that 
his prosecution is a part of a 
threat of blackmail made by E!i 
and Rose in 1932 soon after the 
fire. 

He denied that he had ever en¬ 
tered into an agreement with the 
men to bum the building. 

Tabor admitted, however, on

| Huntington Beach well operated 
| by the corporation, Issued an order 
j fixing its potential production at 
, 200 barrels of crude oil daily. With 
ithis potential production arbitrari- 
j ly fixed, the corporation alleges, 
daily production of 87 barrels was 
set as the allowable production 
for July. August 1, last, the com¬ 
plaint charges, the state officers 
raised the potential production to 
1375 barrels daily, and issued an 
' order permitting production of 118 
barrels daily. The well’s actual 
production ability, the complaint 
states, is 1050 barrels daily. 

To enforce its order the state, 
through Mr. Sturzenacker, Mr. 
Stockburger and Mr. Alexander, 
caused storage tanks and the well 
to be padlocked and placed guards 
on the property. If the curtail¬ 
ment order is not observed, the 
company's officials were told, a 
state contract through which the 
well is permitted to produce from 
the tidelands pool will be cancelled. 

Tanks Locked 

The petition for a permanent in¬ 
junction alleges that in June, 1934, 
the corporation consented to have 
its storage tanks locked so no oil 
could be sold. This action was 
taken for the convenience of the 
state. When officials of the cor¬ 
poration refused to observe the 
curtailment order of July 15, 1935, 
they were informed they would 
not be permitted to sell the im¬ 
pounded oil until the regulation 
was observed. 

Charging that the monthly pro¬ 
duction allotments are not made 
by state officials,, but by the Cen¬ 
tral Committee of OH Producers, 
the petition alleges that allotments 
are dictated by major oil com¬ 
panies not interested in the Hunt¬ 
ington Beach field. These com¬ 
panies, according to the com¬ 
plaint, control the allotment policy 
of the committee as the commit¬ 
teemen are connected with com¬ 
panies selling crude oil to the al¬ 
leged dictator companies. 

The entire curtailment proce- 
i dure, according to charges in the 
complaint, were for the purpose of 
keeping crude oil prices up to their

TOMATO GRADE 
RULES EASED 


Here's good news for Orange 
county tomato growers. 

The state department of public 
health today agreed to modify new 
grading regulations, operation of 
which assertedly caused 100 truck- 
loads of tomatoes to be rejected by 
canneries in Orange county this 
week. 

Roland D. Flaherty, executive 
secretary of the farm bureau, con¬ 
ferred at Los Angeles today with 
Milton K. Duffy, chief of the bu¬ 
reau of food and drug inspection. 
He telephoned back to his office 
that modification of grading regu¬ 
lations took effect at noon today. 

Instead of being two-thirds red, 
canning tomatoes now may be re¬ 
ceived when they are 50 per. cent 
red. In addition the tolerance for 
the green end and for sunburn has 
been increased from 25 to 35 per 
cent. 

Clarence Brown, chairman of the 
farm bureau vegetable department, 
recently said the new grades would 
cause a huge loss to growers It 
was feared after rejection of 100 
truckloads of fruit by canneries 
this week that they would have to 
shut down because of the new 
grades.

She 
should have her teeth properly 
cleaned and carefully scrutinized. 

Needless to say, the above 
points are offered as general 
knowledge on the subject. For 
specific diets ,etc., the pregnant 
woman must consult her own 
physician. 

The supervision of her diet re¬ 
quires first-hand knowledge of her 
condition and skillful adjustment 
of the prescribed dietary to her 
needs. It is not safe to be guided 
by another woman's experience. 


From our knowledge of the way 
the bordy absorbs and uses calci¬ 
um, we know that the mere eat¬ 
ing of large amounts of calcium 
containing foods does not suffice 
to protect the individual against 
calcium starvation.

In the largest suit, involving the 
324 pieces of Dana Point property, 
the total amount demanded as 
principal past due is ."$188,978.42, 
plus interest at 5 per cent per an¬ 
num on delinquent amounts dating 
back to 1931, and $5 attorney's 
fees on each of the 324 delinquent 
bonds. 

The second suit demands $23,- 
565.19 as principal due, interest at 
5 per cent and ."$3 attorney's fees 
for each of the 75 delinquent 
bonds. The third suit is for 
$2,914.83 principal, interest at 5 
per cent, and $3 attorney's fees 
on each of the eight delinquent 
bonds. 

In addition to the demand for

IN MX Bill 
ATTACK 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8. UP>— 
Completing a general assault on 
the tax bill passed by the house at 
President Roosevelt's request, tho 
chamber of commerce of tha 
United States today denounced ex* 
cess profits levies. 

Ellsworth C. Aivord, a forme* 
legislative counsel for congress on 
tax matters, spoke for the cham- 
t,cr a t the senate finance com* 
mittee s final public hearing on 
the legislation. 

Called 'Uncertain' 

"Inequitable” and ''uncertain” 
were terms he applied to the ex* 
cess profits levy which the housa 
adopted in lieu of the broadly, 
graduated corporation i n c o m • 
rates suggested by the president. 

“It penalizes conservatively* 
managed enterprises and dis* 
criminates against them in favor 
of Ihe intlationistic corporate 
finance,” Aivord declared. 

Meanwhile, some committee 
members indicated they might 
seek to ease the inheritance levies 
in the house bill. These range as 
high at 75 per cent on that portion 
of an inheritance over $10,000,00d. 

Tax on Profits 

The excess profits tax against 
which Aivord protested would 
range from 5 to 20 per cent on 
profits exceeding 8 per cent of a 
corporation's adjusted capital de. 
clared value. 

“Even the excess profits tax of 
1918, representing probably th« 
best which could he devised, was 
amittedly unsound, unfair, and 
discriminatory,” the business 
spokesman said. "Tax liabilities 
were controlled largely by for- 
tuitous circumstances having 
nothing to do with Income or 
ability to pay.” 

Another witness, F. R. Gambia' 
of New York, executive secretary 
of the American Association of 
Advertising agencies, urged ex¬ 
emption of personal service cor* 
porations, including advertising 
agencies, from the excess profits 
levies.

HOLC FIRM ON 
FORECLOSURES 


Dealing with questions which 
have arisen in connection with 
foreclosures on the part of the 
Home Owners’ Loan corporation, 
John H. Fahey, chairman, has is¬ 
sued a statement in which he 
says: 

“As a result of the institution 
of several hundred foreclosures, 
questions have been raised as to 
; the number of properties the cor¬ 
poration will have to take over in 
j the next year or two. It is im¬ 
possible to make a close estimate, 

J but it is inevitable that normally 
some thousands of homes must ba 
acquired. 

“This cannot be prevented, in 
spite of the corporation’s purpose i 
| to give worthy borrowers in tem- ' 
porary trouble every possible as¬ 
sistance. They will not be un¬ 
duly harassed nor asked to do tha 
impossible, but, under the law, the 
corporation must collect the mon- 
; ey from borrowers who are able 
to pay. 

“The vast majority of borrow, 
j ers are making their payments 
regularly and are in no danger of 
foreclosure, but the corporation 
being the largest real estate lend¬ 
ing organization in the world will 
have more properties to dispose 
of any any other single mortgage 
j lending institution.

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POLITICAL PLUM PIE AWAITS 

W ITH the Orange county political pie stuffed to the 
brim with some very desirable plums, many of the 
electorate in the county are wondering just which Jack 
Horner is going to pluck out the biggest and juiciest fruit. 

Those who are interested in public affairs here are 
anxiously awaiting a decision in the matter of selecting a 
federal judge. There arc two judges to be appointed for j 
life, and Homer (J. Ames, superior court judge in Orange 
county, has his thumb thrust through the crust, angling 
for one of the judgeships. It is feared here, however, 
that Los Angeles county may snatch both of the plums 
without giving Orange county even a smell. 

If Judge Ames receives the appointment, his vacancy 
on the Orange county bench will provide another de¬ 
lectable plum. Rumors have it that there are four men 
with their eyes on this position. They are James B. 
Tucker, Clyde C. Downing, and B. Z. McKinney, all of 
Santa Ana, and T. L. McFadden of Anaheim. The ques¬ 
tion that seems to be confronting these would-be Jack 
Horners is, whose wishes will weigh heaviest in deciding 
the appointment? 

Will it be the democratic central committee, or the 
American democracy group that bolted the party in the 
recent gubernatorial election and supported Merriam? It 
is the general concensus that Governor Merriam is on the 
spot. Ham Cotton and his crowd of Merriam democrats, 
will undoubtedly support McKinney or Downing, it is said, 
whereas Tucker and McFadden are both republicans, and 
both are among Merriam’s principal supporters in Orange 
county. The fact that the central committee has had 
very little to say in the matter of appointing a postmaster 
to succeed Mrs. David Wettlin of Orange, has the good 
Jack Horners guessing. 

When the time comes to appoint a new postmaster for 
Santa Ana, and that will be some time in January, who is 
going to wield the gavel, Ham Cotton, or the central 
committee? Mrs. Wettlin is still in office, even though 
the committee has twice recommended a change. There 
are several candidates for the job which is at present held 
by T. E. Stephenson. Chief among them are Frank Har¬ 
wood, Jules Markel, Maurice Enderle, Ben Blee, Loyal K. 
King, and Paul Witmer. They would all of them like to 
know just who is carving. 

“AS RHODE ISLAND GOES—” 

W HETHER Bill May rejoices, or Paul Witmer regrets, 
the election returns from Rhode Island afford a 
study in politics. A natural conclusion would he that the 
distribution of administration relief, with its attendant 
additions to governmental pay rolls, placed the party in a 
stronger, if not stragetic position, to maintain the demo¬ 
cratic supremacy. That an overwhelming administration 
majority faded into a republican victory will be pointed 
to by leaders of the successful party as a significant 
repudiation of the new deal. Inasmuch as the candidate 
on the republican side was a former American Legion 
commander in his state, what influence the attitude of 
the administration toward the soldiers’ bonus had on the 
result may be a pertinent inquiry. Republicans will no 
doubt claim the elements of politics and patriotism are too 
vitally associated to be ignored, while the opposition will 
claim, and in fact already has, that the election held no 
national significance. 

Be that as it may it still remains that the result does 
afford encouragement for the party which was so deci¬ 
sively defeated in the last presidential election, and will 
in all probability result in Rhode Island being the rallying 
ground for the presidential impulse. Already we can hear 
a hopeful G. O. P. cry: “As Rhode Island goes—.” 

THE ARMY CATCHES STEP 

T HE RETURN of the Salvation Army to the Community 
Chest fold is heartening to those who realize the ben¬ 
efits and preference of that method in caring for those 
community agencies which need and deserve our support. 

The news is especially gratifying to The Journal. This 
paper had expressed regret that the Salvation Army had 
decided not to affiliate. The decision to reaffiliate is wel¬ 
come to us, and we want to commend those in authority 
for bringing this soul-sustaining and humanely committed 
agency into the fold.
